stricken parents as soon as assur­ 
ances could be given that the money 
would be forwarded to the mission­ 
ary. 
George de George and Mrs. Esther 
de George, who are referred to in the 
appeal 
for 
help, are residents of 
Chicago. 
They are cousins of Mr. de 
George of this city. 
Rev. Finch A. Clarke of the North 
Presbyterian church, at whose church 
Mr. and Mrs. de George and family 
worship, read the letter to his con­ 
gregation yesterday morning. 
T h e Letter 
The letter follows: 
“ Urumia, Persia, July 12. 1915. 
“ I»car Joseph: You have of course 
heard through the papers and letters 
of the terrible 
calamity that has 
come to Crumia and ail northern 
Persia, and that today this fair plain 
with its prosperous villages is in 
ruins, with houses burned down aud 
property taken, and the whole na­ 
tion reduced to dire poverty. 
We 
have been feeding some 20,000 peo­ 
ple for six months and have spent 
already over $40,000, all or much of 
it as yet a debt. 
“Now I have done all I could for 
your father and mother and sister 
and 
brother and have kept 
them 
since troubles began, so I appeal to 
you and toGeorge and ^Settler to come 
to your parents* help at this time of 
great distress. 
Your 
father 
and 
mother were in this week and I gave 
them a Load of wheat, but that will 
not last very long. 
' Remember, all household furni­ 
ture is gone, not a carpet, bed, bow l, 
jar, tandoor. Implement, spoon left. 
If your father could have a yoke of 
oxen he could then cut and haul and 
thresh the wheat he has planted, so 
do send without delay through the 
Presbyterian board, 156 Fifth ave­ 
nue, New' York, what you can scrape 
id remember even a small sum 
now.

Talks on Teeth 


(By Dr. J. W. Lawrence) 
Children’s Teeth 
If people will take care of their 
teeth when they 
are young their 
teeth will take care of them when 
they are old. 
Pain and suffering are the penal­ 
ties for neglect of the teeth. 
OUR FIRST TEETH 
Baby’s first tooth erupts (comes 
through) between the ages of three 
and ten months, usually about the 
seventh month and 
the last decid- 
nous (baby) tooth at two years of 
age. 
There are twenty teeth in the 
baby set: ten above and ten below. 
This set comes in pairs ‘above and 
pairs below'. 
Starting at the center 
or Median line of the jaw we hav« 
on each side a central incisor, lateral 
incisor cuspid (eye tooth) and two 
molars (grinders.) 
THE ORDER OF THE TEETH 
All baby teeth are replaced by sec­ 
ond (perm anent) teeth of the same 
kind except the baby molars which 
give way to the bicuspid teeth of 
which there are none in the baby set, 
Hie molars of the 
permanent set 
erupting behind the baby molars. At 
the age of six years the first perm­ 
anent tooth comes through. This is 
the first permanent molar and, com­ 
ing in behind the baby set. is all too 
frequently taken for a baby tooth 
and neglected. Soon after this the 
lower central incisors come, then the 
lower laterals. Then at the age of 
eight little Willie loses his baby cen­ 
trals above and in their place appear 
two 
upper 
front 
teeth 
big 
and 
bold and from this time on his baby 
mouth quickly transforms into that 
of a regular boy as far as looks are 
concerned. Then the upper laterals 
tollow in regular order. 
The 
next 
baby tooth to be removed is the first 
baby molar which gives way to the 
first bicuspid at the 
age of 
nine, 
while the baby cuspid 
aud 
second 
molar remain until the age of twelve, 
W HERE THE REAL TROUBLE 
BEGINS 
The first permanent molar as I 
have stated is often mistaken for a 
baby tooth and is just as often neg­ 
lected. If the baby molars are not 
kept clean they will decay and be 
lost 
beforo 
the 
permanent 
teeth 
which take their place have had time 
to erupt and the permanent molars 
will push forward into their space. 
Then when the bicuspid teeth erupt 
they will be pushed either in or out­ 
side of the line and becorrre^irregular, 
making mastication difficult or im­ 
possible; cause 
mouth 
breathing 
and the attending subsequences, ade­ 
noids, etc. 
Now a greater trouble may over­ 
take us if the baby cuspid is extract­ 
ed too 
early. 
The 
first 
bicuspid 
pushes forward into the space the 
cuspid (eye tooth) 
should 
occupy 
and when. at the age of twelve, this 
tooth does erupt there is not room 
tor it and it is pushed through the 
gum above the other teeth and look* 
like a tusk growing in; if it remains 
in this position it distorts the posi­ 
tion of the lip and destroys the en­ 
tire facial expression of the child. 
The safest and best way to insure 
your children good teeth is to take 
them to a good

every six months and have their teeth 
examined and have the little holes 
filled up before they get big.
